There  were  I6  deaths  due  to  violence  as  compared  v/ith  3  in  19o9.  2  of 
these  were  suicides  as  compared  with  4  tne  year  before  and  6  v/ere  due  to 
motor  vehicle  accidents,  an  increase  of  4.  Of  the  other  8  accidents,  4  v/ere 
males  whose  deaths  xvere  due  to  carbon  monoxide  poisoning  (l),  drowning  (2  - 
a  man  and  a  boy  of  11  in  the  same  accident),  and  electrical  shock  (  a  boy  of  15). 

The  4  female  deaths  were  due  to  carbon  monoxide  poisoning  (2),  tetanus 
foliov/ing  laceration  of  the  leg  v/hilst  gardening  (l),  nnd  fractured  skull 
following  fall  downstairs.  The  last  named  was  a  woman  of  only  29  years.

1.  The  majority  of  the  113  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  of 
measles  even  though  there  was  no  big  outbreak.  The  74  cases  occurred 
mainly  during  July  and  August, 


The  13  ca^es  of  Scarlet  Eever  were  mainly  isolated  cases  spread 
o/er  the  wJicie  year  but  tl:e  majority  of  the  £1  V/hooping  Cough  occurred 
inthe  last  two  months  and  an  is  comijon  with  this  disease  usually  affected 
more  than  oiiS  child  in  the  family. 


The  acute  meningitis  occurred  in  a  child  of  13  raonths.  The  causal 
organism  v/as  not  discovered  but  the  child  recovered  after  treatment  at 
All  Saints  and  Saeppey  General  Hospitals. 


Ih'/o  cases  of  Tetanus  occurred  during  197J,  the  first  being  a  boy 
of  10  viho  cut  his  knee  v/niist  playing  football.  Although  immunised  as 
a  child  and  receiving  a  booster  injection  of  tetanus  toxoid  the  day  after 
the  injury,  he  developed  the  disease  and  was  removed  to  Hedway  Hospital, 
Gillingham  and  subsequently  to  London  Hospital,  IJliitecLapel,  This  boy 
recovered. 


A  second  case  occurred  in  Cctober  when  a  woman  of  65  years  cut  her 
knee  by  a  fall  in  her  garden.  She  received  tetanus  antitoxin  on  the 
same  day  but  in  spite  of  removal  to  an  intensive  care  unit  at  the 
London  Hospital  she  died  within  a  v/eek. 


2,  Table  IX  shows  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  those  notified  during  1969»  removals  to  hospital 
and  number  of  deaths.  Table  X  gives  details  of  infectious  disease  by 
age  groups.

3.  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  V/indmill 
Creek  Site  which  is  ideally  situated  far  from  populated  areas.  Routine 
control  measures  are  taken  against  flies  and  rodents. 

4.  SChOOL  3AiJITATI0?J 

The  Sheppey  School  providing  comprehensive  education  for  all  pupils 
over  13  years  of  age  opened  in  the  newly  constructed  premises  off  the 
Minster  Hoad  in  September,  1970, 

3.  PIRLIC  GCIIVENISICEG 

Conveniences  are  situated  in  Rushenden  Road  and  near  the 
harbour,  ^ueonborough;  opposite  the  IRailway  Station,  adjoining 
the  Pavilion  Gardens,  in  Marine  Parade,  Royal  Road,  Wood  Street 
and  Blue  Town  in  Sheerness;  and  at  Zialfway,  Scrapsgate,  Minster, 
Sastchurch,  and  at  the  Spirmey  and  the  Troraenade  in  Leysdovm. 

6.  CAIv.I?ING  site:] 

There  are  30  developed  sites,  13  of  these  are  chalet  camps 
and  43  caravan  or  mixed  sites.  Camps  are  connected  to  main  drainage 
v/here  this  is  available  but  14  camps  are  without  main  drainage  and 
of  these  13  have  cesspools  and  1  chemical  closets. 

All  camps  have  a  weekly  refuse  collection  and  the  majority  are 
availing  themselves  of  the  paper  sack  system. 
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7.  S71r£:ilia  POOLS 


There  are  five  swinging  pools  in  the  district.  Four  of  them  are 
in  holiday  carapa  and  the  pool  at  7/ardeu  Bay  Holiday  Camp  is  open  to 
the  public.  At  all  four  the  water  is  filtered,  aerated  and  chlorinated. 

The  fifth  is  the  Council  owned  Aquarena  in  Shoerness  v/hich  actually 
comprises  two  adjoining  pools,  one  110ft,  x  73  ft,  for  adults  and  the 
other  35ft  x  73  ft,  for  children.  Sea  water  is  used  with  filtration, 
aeration  and  chlorination  and  a  circulation  of  60,000  gallons  per  hour. 


There  is  also  a  children's  paddling  pool  on  the  sea  front  at 
Sheerness.  It  is  filled  with  chlorinated  mains  water  and  changed 
at  frequent  intervals. 


Six  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory 
and  chlorination  of  the  pools  is  tested  regularly.  The  Council  decided 
to  make  byelaws  for  the  control  of  swimming  pools.

The  preference  for  oil,  gas  and  electricity  in  place  of  solid  fuel 
continues  to  gain  favour  in  industrial  and  domestic  uses. 

Notice  of  intention  to  erect  the  Steel  Mill  at  Terminus  Road,  Sheerness 
was  received  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  project  v/ere  awaited,  but  it 
v/as  kno*m  that  the  production  of  steel  bar  from  scrap  metal  would  be  by 
electric  arc  furnace,  with  a  reheat  furnace  and  roiling  mill. 

The  melting  of  iron  or  steel  in  an  electric  arc  furnace  is  a  process 
which  is  registrable  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  under  the 
Alkali  etc,  Works  Regulations  Act.  The  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts 
v/ill  apply  to  the  reheat  furnace.
